TOKYO, Nov. 20 (AF)—Allied 
headquarters said today there is 
“considerable evidence” that 
about 6000 American soldiers 
died in Communist atrocity kill- 
ings although bodies of only 365 
have been recovered. 

The statement fron: Gen. Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway’s headquarters 
made no mention of Red counter- 
charges of Allied atrocities. 

Reds Study ‘fruce Proposal. 

Each side accused the other of 
atrocities in Korea while the 
Panmunjom circus tent truce 
talks were in a one-day recess re- 
quested by the Communists. The 
Reds wanted time to study a 
United Nations proposal for a 
tentative cease-fire. 

The Peiping radio quoted Com- 
munist negotiators as saying “if 
‘both sides make an effort,” an 
armistice agreement could be 
reached in 30 days after they 
agree on what to do about a cease- 
fire line. 

General headquarters of the 
U.N. command made it clear the 
report of wholesale Red atrocities 
issued last week by Col. James 
M. Hanley did not involve an in- 
crease in the known American 
dead in the Korear wer. 

Text of Ridgway Statement. 

Gen. Ridgway’s statement fol-

“Investigation of the atrocity 
r.port made public last week by 
Col. Hanley in Pusan makes it 
clear that the total number of 
United States dead as a result of 
atrocities and for whom bodies 
have been recovered is 365. Of

$121,249 FOUND IN IMPROPER 
JOB INSURANCE PAYMENTS 


State Director Reports $67,933 in Fraudulent 
Benefits in Last 10 Months — 110 
Prosecutions Ordered.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20 — 
Fraudulent or erroneous’ jobless 
insurance benefit claims totaling 


$121,249, paid to 2996 unemploy- 
ment compensation claimants in 
Missouri, have been discovered 
by the State Division of Employ- 
ment Security in the last 10 
months, Director C. A. Ricker 
said today. 

Of this amount, Ricker said, 

$67,933 was paid to 517 “‘chisel- 
ers” whose claims subsequently 
were found to be fraudulent. The 
other $53,316 was paid to 2479 
persons through errors, or mis- 
understanding of the law by 
claimants, Ricker said. 
Ricker said the department 
had referred 110 of the fraud 
cases to prosecutors for criminal 
action, 84 in St. Louis and 26 in 
Kansas City. 

The fraud and irregular pay- 
ment cases, virtually all of which 
involve payments made in 1950, 


represent slightly more than 1 
per cent of the approximately 
275,000 claims filed for unem- 
ployment benefit payments in 
1950, the director said. 

Most of the fraudulent cases in- 
volved _instances where individ- 
uals applied for and received job- 
less insurance benefits while 
actually working and reeciving 
wages, it was said. 

In the fraud cases, the director 
said, “chiselers” already have 
made restitution of $31,043 in 
cash. 

In other instances, it was said, 
the division canceled the earned 
wage credits of the worker, which 
automatically stops the individual 
from drawing any unemployment 
benefits until He has earned new 
wage credits and established a 
new base period for benefits, un- 
der the compensation law. 

In 1949 the division discovered 
$575,960 in overpayments, both 
fraudulent and erroneous, and re- 
covered $186,183, either by cash 
restitution or by seizure of cred- 


its, Ricker said.

NEW HYDE PARK, N.Y., Nov. 
20 (AP)—Fast-spreading flames 
fatally burned three children yes- 
terday in the eight minutes that 
their mother was out of the house 
making a phone call. 

Richard and Kathleen Wunder- 
lich, three-year-old twins, were 
found still alive under a bed 
where they had taken pathetic 
refuge but died several hours 
later. Their sister, Mary Ann, 5, 
died. en route to a hospital. Au- 
thorities were at a loss to ex- 
plain the cause of the blaze that 
gutted the lower floor of the two- 
story frame dwelling. 

Mrs. Kathleen Wunderlich told 
authorities the children all were 
ill and she had left them in their 
beds while she went to a store 
to telephone her sister to come to 
help her. Returning in eight min- 
utes, she found neighbors scream- 
ing and smoke and flames pour- 
ing from her windows.

Increase in Dead Not Shown. 


“Investigation has established 
no increase in the 16,805 total 
- werified known dead as reported 
by the Defense Department in its 
Nov. 14 casualty release. 

“Col. Hanley is chiet of the 
War Crimes Section, Eighth Army, 
and is charged with the responsi- 
bility of compiling reports and 
{Investigating reported incidents 
{involving violations of the laws of 
war, interrogating witnesses, col- 
lecting and preserving evidence, 
and maintaining records of war 
crimes incidents. His duties do 
not involve responsibilities for the 
reporting of casualties arising 
from the Korean operation.” 

Hanley had charged that the 
Communists “murdered” a total of 
13,400 United Nations war prison- 
ers, including 6270 Americans, 
since the outbreak of the war 
June 25, 1950. He said the Chi- 
nese alone had slain 2513 Ameri- 
rans since China entered the war 
RB year ago. 

Second Ridgway Statement.

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AS CAUSE OF COLDS 


LONDON, ‘Nov. 20 (UP)—The 
British Medical Research Council 
reported tonight that you can sit 
in cold drafts, exercise in the rain 
or wear wet socks—and it won't 
make you more likely to catch the 
common cold. 

But the council said it still 
didn’t know just what causes a 
cold. 

The council has been experi- 
menting with human “guinea 
pigs” at Harvard Hospital in Salis- 
bury for years but has not yet 
isolated the specific agent or 
agents which cause the common 
cold. Since 1948 experiments have 
centered on the general problem 
of how and why people catch 
cold. 

The council's biennial report 
today said tests to see whether 
lowered resistance played an im- 
portant part in catching cold gave 
no evidence that conditions of 
drafts, rain, wet socks, etc., “either 
bring on a natural cold or in- 
crease susceptibility to experimen- 
tai infection with the cold virus.”

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NATO COMMITTEE 
MEETS IN ROME 
10 STUDY WEST'S 
DEFENSE PLANS 


Military Leaders to Con- 


sider Eisenhower’s Pro- 
posal for Smaller, More 
Effective Force to Be 
Ready by 1953. 


ROME, Nov. 20 (AP)—The mil- 
itary committee of the. North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization met 
today in Rome’s Foro Italico, on 
the banks of the Tiber, to study 
further plans for defending the 
West. 

As the top military leaders of 
the western Allies gathered, the 
Communist press unleashed an at- 
tack against the meeting. Many 
new signs in chalk on the streets 
blossomed out during the night, 
saying “no to war.” 

Looming large over the discus- 
sion at the NATO meeting was 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
scaled-down plans to push first 
for a combat-ready international 
force by the end of next year 
rather than the larger army orig- 
inally envisioned for 1954. 

The committee, made up of the 
chiefs of staff of 11 NATO na- 
tions and a civilian representa- 
tive of Iceland, which has no 
army, will study 13 reports on 
the tentative plans for western 
defense. Gen, Omar N. Bradley, 
chairman of the United States 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, was among 
those at the meeting. 

The group will round up its 
findings on Friday for presenta- 
tion to the NATO council, which 
meets here Saturday. 

There was keen speculation 
among diplomats here that when 
Gen. Eisenhower presents his 
progress report to the council on 
Monday, he may hint how much 
longer he expects to remain the 
supreme commander—and_ thus 
give a possible clue as to his 
presidential aspirations. 

The general belief here was 
that few major decisions would 
emerge from the council sessions. 
A more important meeting is ex- 
pected in late January, when the 
council is expected to decide just 
what military forces the NATO 
members can assemble. 

By then, they also should know 
how much United States aid is 
needed to close the gap between 
Western Europe’s promises and 
its ability to fulfill them. 

Today’s committee session is 
expected to consider: 

1. The problem of the appoint- 
ment of a supreme Atlantic naval 
commander. 

2. What place Turkey and 
Greece will take in the western 
defense setup. Both countries 
have been invited to join NATO. 

3. The question of an over-all 
Mediterranean commander. 

4. The proposed Middle East 
command, including the effects 
the Egyptian-British crisis will 
have on it. 

5. The English channel com- 
mand. 

6. Whether to bring the Italian 
navy up to full treaty limit 
strength. ; 

Britain is known to be trying 
to link the question of the At- 
lantic commander and the over- 
all Mediterranean command into 
one bargaining unit, holding out 
for one of the two. 

The United States is expected 
to insist they be considered sep- 
arately, argying that the United 
States Atlantic Fleet and the 
United States Sixth Fleet in the 
Mediterranean will constitute the 
bulk of available forces in their 
respective theaters. 


BEER GOING UP CENT 
A BOTTLE IN 10 DAYS 
UNDER OPS ORDER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
A penny-a-bottle increase in the 
price of beer for home consump- 
tion is due to be authorized by 
the Government about Dec. 1. 
An Office of Price Stabilization 
official said today a regulation 
covering beer prices from the 
brewery to the consumer is al- 
most ready and should be issued 
within 10 days. 

The order will allow the na- 
tion’s 350 breweries, 8000 whole- 
salers and more than 250,000 beer 
retailers to compute new ceil- 
ings. Officials told a reporter 
these will reflect increased costs 
of production and handling, which 
OPS is required to allow under 
the controls law. 

An official explained the ac- 
tual price increase for beer it- 
self at the retail level may be 
slightly less than one cent. How- 
ever, this fractional increase, 
coupled with the recent excise 
tax boost amounting to three- 
tenths of a cent per standard 
bottle or can, will entitle retail- 
ers to charge a full penny more.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 20 (AP)

British Minister of State Sel- 
wyn Lloyd and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
both want to speak last in the dis- 
cussion opened yesterday by 
United States Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson. 

A British spokesman also said 
he believed that the “very pro- 
found impression” created in the 
60-member committee by Ache- 
son made Vishinsky hesitate to 
reply too quickly. According to 
this view, the Russians do not 
want to appear before the world 
as. spurning the Western plan 
without considerable thought. 

Rumors of “Mediation” Move. 

Despite pleas from Committee 


Cuba for speakers, the group ad- 
journed until tomorrow after brief 
talks by Brazil, Peru, Haiti and 
Iran in which they asked the big 
powers to compose their differ- 
ences in order to reduce the bur- 
den of armaments on the world. 

Meanwhile a welter of uncon- 
firmed rumors of “mediation ef- 
forts” swept through the cor- 
ridors of tht Palais de Chaillot. 
Countries prominently men- 
tioned as. trying to find a way of 
breaking the east-west deadlock 
were Argentina, Canada, India 
and Israel. 

(In New Delhi sources close to 
the Indian Foreign Office said 
India, Israel and Canada are 
seeking a compromise disarma- 
ment formula, with India asking 
for abolition of the atomic bomb 
along with reduction of con- 
ventional armaments.) 

Long Debate Expected. 

The Western disarmament plan 
was formally introduced in the 
Assembly Political Committee yes- 
terday. If its path toward adop- 
tion follows the tortuous course 
of past Assembly measures, it 
may draw demands’ for amend- 
ment, revision and rewording, 
and even counter resolutions. 

Ahead may be some rocky go- 
ing during what is expected to 
be lengthy consideration of all 
aspects of the resolution. The 
western powers believe the veto- 
free Assembly will finally approve 
their proposai. 

What the Soviet Union then 
would do is another question. 
Secretary Acheson made it clear 
that all—not just most—of the 
world’s nations must join in dis- 
armament to make it work. 

Acheson explained in detail to 
the committee how the plan would 
work. Vishinsky, who had intro- 
duced a Russian disarmament pro= 
posal, listened intently. 

Jules Moch of France followed 
Acheson to the rostrum, speaking 
briefly in support of the plan, 
which calls for a verified census 
of all axms, to be followed by 
agreed-on step-by-step reduction 
of arms. 


PROPOSAL ASSAILED 
BY MOSCOW PRESS

MOSCOW, Nov. 20 (AP)—The 
Soviet press poured cold water 
today on Secretary Acheson's out- 
line to the United Nations of the

claring he failed to cite “even 
one slightly weighty conclusion” 
which would halt the arms race 
or end world tensions. 

Western observers saw in these 
new attacks on the American- 
sponsored plan, an indication that 
the Russian newspapers give it 
no chance of being accepted as 
a serious effort toward world 
disarmament. 

“acheson tried to convince his 
listeners that the three - power 
proposal provides for prohibition 
of atomic weapons,” said Izves- 
tia, the official Soviet govern- 
ment newspaper. 

“However, he contradicted him- 
self by admitting that, on this 
question, the proposals of the 
three powers are based on the 
so-called U.N. plan on control of 
atomic energy and prohibition of 
atomic weapons, i.e. the Baruch 
plan,” Izvestia added. 

The paper said it had previous- 


plan (introduced three years ago 
by Bernard M. Baruch and call- 
ing for international control of 
atomic energy production with 
U.N.-supervised inspection) is es- 
sentially an American idea which 
“not only does not provide for 
prohibition of atomic weapons 
but, on the contrary, gives the 
United States the full possibility 
of. continuing the production of 
atomic bombs and accumulation 
of them in unlimited qualities.”

The military cargo craft, with 
a crew of four, was en route from 
Erding, Bavaria, to Belgrade 
when it vanished yesterday. | 
United States authorities in 
Frankfurt organized an air search - 
to cover the northern Adriatic 
sea area, where it had been re<- 
ported.

Pilot Sends Message. 

Frankfurt received a message 
from the pilot at 4:16 p.m. (9:16 ~ 
a.m., St. Louis time) yesterday. - 
He said he was low on fuel and 
was not sure he could make it to 
Venice for an emergency landing. 

After that the plane apparently 
became lost. A dispatch from 
Budapest said the American lega- 
tion there was informed by tele- 
gram from United States embassy 
in Belgrade that the plane was 
seen twice by Yugoslav border 
guards, once near the Romanian 
and once near the Hungzrian bor- 
der, The Hungarian Government 
said it knéw nothing about any 
missing American plane. 

The C-47 was carrying supplies 
for the American diplomatic and 
military personnel in Belgrade. 

The embassy’s statement said 
the plane entered Yugoslavia 
from the direction of Udine and 
was sighted over Ljublana. The

“The plane, according to Yugo- 
slav sources, reported itself over 
Zagreb (in north central Yugosla- 
via) when actually it was over 
Varazdin (near the Hungarian 
border). It is believed the pilot - 
mistook the Drava river for the 
Sava river.

PROPERTY TO BE 
RE-FXAMINED FOR 
TAX PURPOSES 


Much of It Now Exempt 

Is Subject to Levies, 
Counselor’s Opinion 
Holds — Potential Rev- 


enue Uncertain. 


All cemetery property in St. 


Louis county is to be re-examined ; 


for tax purposes, County Asses- 


sor Phil G. Deuser announced to- 


day following receipt of a legal 
opinion from County Counselor 
John J. McAtee. 

The county counselor, in 
answer to a request by the asscs- 
sor, found that the money and 
personal property of non-profit 
cémeteries, including those oper- 
ated by a church, and land they 
own which has not been dedicated 
to burial plots, is taxable. 

As to profit-making ceme- 
teries the counselor held that all 
their property, real and personal 
and including burial lots, chapels, 
mausoleums and other buildings, 
is subject to taxation. the same 
as the property of any corpora- 
tion, association or individual. 

Non-profit cemeteries, opcrat- 
ing under benevolent charters, 
have been tax-free. Profit-making 
cemeteries have paid federal and 
state income. taxes, the state cor- 
poration franchise tax and real 
estate taxes on  non-dedicated 
land. These now could be taxed 
on all their property, under Mc- 
Atee’s opinion. 

Legal, Financial Help. 

Deuscr said he p‘anned to ob- 
tain legal and financial help, 
through the County Council, in 


conducting the re-examination of | 


the extensive cemetery proper- 
ties in the county. 

“We intend to determine just 
what cemetery property is to go 
on the tax books,’ Deuser de- 
clared. 

He added that his records show 
that “some cemeteries” paid taxes 
on undeveloped acreage on an 
assessment of $450 an acre. No 
cemetery buildings are listed for 
tax purposes, the assessor said. 

What the financial return to 
the county would be under a re- 
assessment of cemeteries cannot 
be determined at this time, 
Deuser observed. 

Investigation by the _  Post- 
Dispatch has shown that promo- 
tional type cemeteries in St. 
Louis county are doing a lucra- 
tive business in the sale of burial 
lots. mausoleum space, grave 
markers and other burial services. 
while operating under non-profit 
charters issued by the state.

Property originally carried as 
undeveloped land, at an assess- 
ment of $450 an acre, is later 
sold for burial purposes at an 
average of $3.50 a square foot, 
the Post-Dispatch has been in- 
formed. The sale price of an 
acre of cemetery property thus 
amounts to approximately $152,- 
000. 

Plan of Operation. 

The promotional cemetery plan 
of operation combines a non- 
profit association, and an incor- 
porated fiscal agent. In’ some in- 
stances the same officers appear 
in both organizations. In others 
the promoters are named only in 
the business corporation, and lot 
owners are the trustees of the 
non-profit association. 

Promotional type cemeteries 
Operating in St. Louis county are 
Valhalla, Memorial Park, Lake 
Charles, Mount Hope, Laurel Hill, 
Park Lawn, Oak Grove and Sun- 
set Burial Park. The promoters, 
who operate the cemetery until 
80 to 90 per cent of the lots 
are sold, pay'10 per cent of the 
amount of lot sales to the non- 
profit association for future “‘per- 
petual care.” 

Profits from the sale of ceme- 
tery lots, frequently conducted on 
a “high pressure” scale, and 
from other “services,” go to the 
incoporated fiscal agents. Large 
acreage declared for burial pur- 
poses is held by the non-profit 
association, and has been tax-free. 
Non-profit cemetery associations 
are not required to submit re- 
ports to state, county or munici- 
pal authorities. 

Example Cited. 

An example of the dual opera- 
tion of cemetery property under 
a non-profit or “benevolent” as- 
sociation, and a profit-making or- 
ganization is Lake Charles Ceme- 
tery, on St. Charles road. 

The same officers direct Lake 
Charles Burial Park Association, 
the non-profit association, and 
Lake Charles Memorial Park, 
Inc., a corporation. The officers 
are: Ray L. Johnson, president; 
Horace G. Beedle, vice-president, 
and Robert W. Maysack, secre- 
tary-treasurer. 

Johnson, who also is interested 
in management of cemeteries in 
Iowa and Minnesota, and May- 
sack own Laurel Hill Memorial 
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away. They admitted the attempt- 
ed holdup, and DeWoskin identi- 
fied them as his assailants.

NEW PLAN ON RELEASE. 


Judge Says Courts Will Make. 
Decision, Orders John R. 
Jones Back to Fulton. 


-_— — 


The superintendent of the State 
Hospital for the Insane at Fulton 
has agreed not to release inmatcs 
committed as crimirally insane 
without a cofrt proceeding, Cir- 
cuit Judge Ivan Lee Holt said 
today. 

The judge made the announce- 
ment as he ordered John Ray- 
mond Jones committed to the in- 


stitution. On Oct. 30 in Judge 
Holt’s court, Jones was acquitted 
of robbery on the ground of in- 
sanity for the fifth time in 15 
years. He had been committed to 
the state hospital at Fulton in 
1943 and 1946 but was twice re- 
leased at the discretion of the hos- 
pital staff. 

In his order today, Judge Holt 
added a phrase not normally in- 
cluded. He said Jones should be 
committed until adjudged sane 
“by a court of competent juris- 
diction.” 

Holt said he and the hospital 
superintendent, Dr. W. J. Cremer, | 
conferred yesterday, after an ex- 
change of letters, over what could 
be done in instances involving in- 
dividuals like Jones, who is 40 
years old and has a 20-year crim- 
inal record. 

Although Dr. Cramer said he 
considered Jones a psycopath but 
not insane, he agreed to let a 
court make the decision on re- 
lease of inmates committed as 
“criminally insane.” 

He also promised to notify the 
circuit attorney’s office immedi- 
aely if steps are instituted to ob- 
tain release of such inmates 
through court action. 

Judge Holt said Dr. Cremer ac- 
knowledged he had promised to 
notify Circuit Judge Robert L. 
Aronson before Jones was! re- 
leased on his previous commit- 
ment, but had failed to do so. The 
hospital administrator explained 
his failure was an “oversight,” and 
apologized for it, the judge as- 
serted. 

Holt said the agreement worked 
out between him and Dr. Cremer

Five Votes Short. 

On the first House vote on the 
bill, it received an overwhelming 
majority, 73 to 2, but the favor- 
able vote was five short of the 78 


nounced last night that the com-

A threat of eviction facing 
more than 300 fatnilies living in 
the Kerr Island district of Venice, 
most of them Negroes, appeared 
to have been removed yesterday 
with purchase of the property 
by the newly-formed Kerr Is- 


land Realty Co. 

The company, headed by Hugh 
Hairston, Negro grocer in the 
district, bought the land from 
Madison. County’ Ferry Co. at a 
price believed to have been in 
excess of $60,000. The deal was 
consummated with a down pay- 
ment of $10,000. 

Early this year Union Electric 
Co. of Illinois had acquired an 
option to buy the property for 
expansion of its Venice generat- 
ing facilities. All tenants were to 
have been off the land by last 
April 1, but in February Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois asked 
the companies to put off the 
eviction until other homes could 
be found. 

Billy Jones, Negro attorney of 
East St. Louis who is counsel for 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People

Permit court reporters out- 
state to transcribe testimony 
before grand juries, as is now 
done in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county. 


The House weakened a bill to 
require destruction of marijuana 
plants as noxious weeds by re- 
moving the penalty section. An 
amendment provided that, if a 
land owner refused to destroy 
such plants on his property, the 
sheriff could do so if authorized 
by the County Court. 


VERDICT OF HOMICIDE NAMES 
REESE IN HOTEL CLERK’S DEATH 


A verdict of homicide naming 
Samuel Norbert Reese as the kill- 
er of John E. Krieger, Windsor 
Apartment Hotel clerk, was re- 
turned by a coroner’s jury today.

A Secret Mission Directed by U.S. 


Visit of. Famous Flyer Flattered Goering 
Into Revealing Valuable Facts, Two 
British Writers Say in New Book. | 


By PIERRE J. HUSS 


PARIS, Nov. 20 (INS) — Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s contro- 
versial prewar survey of German 
‘and other European air forces 
was declared today to have been 
a secret mission carried out unh- 
der United States War Depart- 
ment orders. 

The famed flyer was said to 
have flattered the vain Hermann 
Goering into opening up the 
secrets of Nazi Germany’s aerial 
war chest — facts which later 
proved valuable to United States 
and Allied defense efforts. 

Lindbergh, it was stated, ac- 
cepted in silence the widespread 
criticism he suffered for taking 
an honorary medal—the Nazi Or- 
der of the German Eagle—dur- 
ing his 1938 visit, solely to cover 
the fact he was working for the 
War Department. 

Lindbergh’s role as one of 
America’s most successful secret 
agents before World War II is re- 
ted in a forthcoming book by 
two British journalists, one of 
whom was an intelligence officer 
during the war. 

‘Marshal Without Glory.’ 
The book about Goering, en- 
titled “Marshal Without Glory” 
is written by Ewan Butler and 
Gordon Young, the latter cur- 


lrently Paris correspondent for 


the London Daily Mail. Butler, 


la former. staff correspondent for 
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the Times of London, ‘served as 
a colonel in the British army dur- 
ing the war. 

Both newspaper men were sta- 
tioned in Berlin in the critical 
Hitler years from 1933 to 1939. 

The information about Lind- 
bergh, ‘the book will say, was 
uncovered in searching the files 
for data on the Goering book. 

Lindbergh’s reports subse- 
quently given in secret to War 
and State Departments, as well 
as Congress, were in extreme de- 
tail and gave a complete picture 
of the modernized German air 
fleet, including a description of 
the Stuka dive bomber that 
wreaked havoc with troops in Po- 
land and in the 1940 sweep to 
the Channel. 

His survey also included Rus- 
sia, but in Moscow he was able 
only to scratch the surface in 
obtaining information on Soviet 
air strength. 

The episode in which the Nazi 
air reichsmarshal pompously 
spilled just what the visiting 
American was looking for, was 
said to have occurred in the pala- 
tial Goering estate, Karinhall, 
where buffalo roamed along with 
tropical game. : 

Goering was Fiattered. 

The two authors tell it this 
Way: 

“The two men understood one 
another well enough. Even Goer- 


)|ing’s vanity was flattered by the 
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visit of this truly distinguished 
airman, who accepted a decora- 
tion from his hands and listened 
with gratifying attention to all 
that his host had to tell him, and 
Goering kept nothing from the 
quiet young American. 

“Together Goering and Lind- 
bergh discussed Germany’s rear- 
mament in the air and the evi- 
dence of progress which Gen. 
Goering was able to display to 
his guest deeply impressed the 
colonel. The British air force, he 
knew, had aircraft of excellent 
quality but in depressingly small 
numbers. The air force of France 
was small, antiquated and ap- 
parently stagnant. Lindbergh ob- 
served this to Goering. 

‘Oh,’ said the general, magnifi- 
cently, ‘if the French need air- 
craft I can sell them 1000 at 
once.’ 

Lindbergh Assailed by Britons. 

“The American and to a lesser 
extent the British press bitterly 
attacked Col. Lindbergh for 
‘trucking to the Nazis’ in visiting 
Goering and allowing the general 
to patronize him. To those at- 
tacks the colonel] never replied, 
though a single statement from 
him could have silenced them. For 
in fact the United States Govern- 
ment had requested him to pay 
the visit in the service of his 
country. 

“Showing an understanding of 
Goering’s psychology which the 
governments of other nations 
might have done well to emu- 
late, the War Department in 
Washington decided to exploit 
Gen, Goering’s self-esteem for its 
own purposes.

Did the statement of the Catholic bishops 
address itself directly to the Finnegans, Boyles, 
McGraths and others who have either misused 
public or political office for their personal 
aggrandizement or have been slow to bring the 
culprits to book? Here are strong words that 
virtually say so: 

In politics, the principle that “anything 
goes” simply because people are thought 
not to expect any high degree of honor in 
politicians is grossly wrong. 

Those who are selected for office by their 
fellow men are entrusted with grave re- 
sponsibilities. They have been selected not 
for self-enrichment but for conscientious 
public service. 


In their speech and in their actions they 
are bound by the same laws of justice and 
charity which bind private individuals in 
every other sphere of human activity. 


Wholly to his credit, Gov. Stevenson spoke his 
mind on the subject not only before a group of 
lawyers, but in Edwardsville before’the lawyers 
who comprise the Madison County Bar Associa- 
tion. In his audience was State’s Attorney 
Austin Lewis who permitted such flagrant, 
obnoxious commercialized gambling in Madison 
county that Gov. Stevenson sent the State High- 
way Police to raid and close the notorious Hyde 
Park and 200 clubs in May, 1950. : 

The Illinois executive made it clear that he 
would like to withdraw the State Police from 
criminal law enforcement. He prefers to have 
local officials do their duty. But if State’s At- 
torney Lewis and Sheriff Callahan will not do 
it then the State Police will be kept on the job. 
While he is Governor, so he pledged, law en- 
forcement will not go by default and the green 
light flash on for the hoodlums “to exact their 
grim toll from our purses, our morals and our 
public life.”

Rightly, Gov. Stevenson directed criticism to 
those lawyers who are involved in “respectable” 
lawbreaking or in law-evading setups. He iden- 
tified these bar members as lawyers who help 
give a cover of legality to immorality. And he 
did not overlook the so-called “good citizen” 
who condones slot machines in private clubs 
and so compromises himself and thus makes it 
impossible for him to fight the evil elsewhere. 

Public office is even more the public trust 
today than in Cleveland’s time. Today the en- 
tire world is watching to see how well we live 
up to our professions that democracy is the 
best form of government on earth. 

If our government is so good why is it shot 
so full of holes by those who are supposed to 
protect it?

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To Reduce the Temperature 

Secretary Acheson emphasized the importance 
which the Western powers attach to their dis- 
armament plan by presenting it himself in the 
political committee of the General Assembly. 

Even more important, Secretary Acheson made 
a notable effort to answer the criticisms of the 
Western plan offered by Foreign Minister 
Vishinsky. 

He made clear that the plan is conditional 
upon no other agreements except a truce in 
Korea. He proposed that, in order to prevent 
the stage-by-stage weapons inventory from be- 
coming a pretext for unnecessary delay, the 
decision as to passing from one stage to another 
should rest with the disarmament commission 
and not with any nation. 

This disposed of Vishinsky’s charge that the 
United States could hold out atomic information 
indefinitely while information on other weapons 
was being disclosed. 

Secretary Acheson’s conciliatory approach, 
wholly devoid of invective, will, we hope, serve 
as a model for the rest of the debate. If there 
is an honest attempt to see what can be done 
in making a start toward disarmament, the atmo- 
sphere may encourage honest attempts to deal 
also with ‘those political issues which must be 
settled before actual disarmament can begin. 
As Secretary Acheson said, negotiation in both 
fields hinges upon reducing the international 
temperature from the boiling point. 
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Home Rule in Milk Inspection 

Backers of the bill to set up state milk inspec- 
tion have shifted their ground. A few months 
ago they were saying that the purpose of the bill 
was merely to provide inspection for communi- 
ties which do not now have it, and to eliminate 
duplicate inspections. Now they are arguing that 
milk inspection by the city of St. Louis is in- 
adequate,.and hinting that the purpose of the 
bill is to improve it. _ 

Is it the aim of this bill, then, to transfer re- 
sponsibility for inspection of the St. Louis milk 
supply from the city to the state? If so, City 
Health Commissioner J. Earl Smith's opposition 
is fully justified. The people of St. Louis hold 
Dr. Smith responsible for the public health. 
Since the milk supply bears so directly on 
health, he must also be held primarily respon- 
sible for insuring that it is properly inspected. 

A bill which disperses that responsibility, and 
which would permit milk suppliers in effect to 
make their own choice as to whether they are 
inspected by the city or the state, would danger- 
ously impair the right of home rule, 

Repeated attempts to amend the bill so that 
St. Louis would be protected have mysteriously 
failed. Now it turns out that a Senate amend- 
ment, ostensibly designed to exempt St. Louis 
and Kansas City, would not actually provide the 
protection it pretends to offer. pee

Giving his “health” as the reason, Daniel A. 
Bolich, formerly Assistant Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue in the Treasury Department, 
has resigned. The resignation is announced 
“without comment” by the top man in the in- 
come tax collection system, Internal Revenue 
Commissioner John B. Dunlap. . 

This, like all other resignations in the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, should cause investigating com- 
mittees to redouble their effort to get at the 
facts. Mr. Bolich’s official ‘conduct has been 
under congressional investigation. It should 
stay under until the committee is satisfied it 
knows all it needs to know about him and his 
office.

While the Democrats and Republicans have 
been fooling around, the Prohibition party has 
quietly gone ahead and nominated its candidate 
for the presidency. He is Stuart Hamblen, of 
Arcadia, Cal., a cowboy evangelist. Mr. Hamblen 
won the nomination comfortably and will have, 
we would imagine, just about the most com- 
fortable campaign going. When one of his songs 
was played at the nominating convention in 
Indianapolis, opposition faded away, and he won 
on the first ballot. 

Mr. Hamblen is now in a position to conduct 
a campaign without any possible discomfort 
that might be occasioned by winning, and with- 
out any likelihood of painful surprise on losing. 
The Prohibition party polled 103,343 votes out 
of 48,836,579 cast in the 1948 election. We defer 
to Roger W. Babson, the widely-known statis- 
tician, who was its presidential candidate in 
1940, to figure out what kind of odds that gives 
Mr. Hamblen on winning next year. 

Nobody prohibits anybody from voting for 
the Prohibition party. Most people just don’t 
do it, it seems like. But what its candidate loses 
in prospects he should gain‘in peace of mind. 
Politically, Mr. Hamblen is net going anywhere 
at all. While thus engaged, he will have plenty 
of time for roping and branding cows, evan- 
gelizing, composing songs, and running his presi- 
dential campaign.

In his interesting appeal to the Southern gov- 
ernors for a more progressive attitude on race 
relations, Editor Harry §. Ashmore of The 
Arkansas Gazette sought to draw a line between 
public and private relationships. The latter, 
he said, should be beyond the reach of the law, 
but in the public area “full civil liberties and 
full equality of opportunity” must be extended 
to all citizens “without discrimination.” | 

The area of public relationships is \hat most 
sensible people have been talking «bout all 
along. The crucial question is how to define what 
full civil liberties and full equal epportunity 
in this area mean. 

Mr. Ashmore recommends, for example, that 
in tax-supported activities “the Negro must 
either be treated without official prejudice or in 
absolute introvertible fact be provided with sep- 
arate but equal facilities,” 

Has Mr. Ashmore ever considered whether 
anything “separate” can be truly equal? Will 
he not concede, on mature examination, that the 
very idea of separateness is incompatible with 
equality? If a state is going to grant equal op- 
portunity for higher education to all its citizens, 
it cannot really do that by setting up two uni- 
versities, since no two. universities will ever be 
honestly “equal.” 

Surely the sham of “separate but equal” has 
been exposed by a long history of experience 
with this device. If the objective is to be equal- 
ity, there is simply no substitute for equality. 

Mr, Ashmore’s plea that the South move for- 
ward rapidly in the field of race relations, by 
providing “the effective leadership that our 
awn tradition demands,” is an impressive re- 
minder that attitudes do change.

In Europe it is beginning to be possible 
to see what Mr. Acheson has called a 
“situation of strength” emerging. In Asia, 
on the other hand, the situation remains 
definitely one of weakness and could 
worsen with great rapidity. 


Communist or Commuuist-led forces are 
waging “hot’’ war in five areas—Korea, 
Vietnam, the Philippines, Malaya and 
Burma; the majority of the Asian non- 
Communist countries 
are without cohesion 
or concerted policy 
in the face of the 
Communist chal- 
lenge; and there are 
several acute con- 
flicts § which, al- 
though not directly 
connected with Com- 
munism, provide it 
with great opportu- 
n'ties for mischief— 
the tensions between 
India and Pakistan, . 
between Afghanistan 
and Pakistan, be- 
tween the Arab 
League and Israel, and between Britain 
and Persia. 

In short, Asia is now a more favorable 
field than Europe for the spreading of 
Communism by all mischief short of a 
major war. 


Mao’s New Technique 


The fact that the Chinese Communists 
conquered the towns from the countryside 
and gained power through a prolonged 
process of guerrilla warfare and infiltra- 
tion, in contrast with the Russian prece- 
dent of a single coup d’etat in a capital 
city, has enabled the Chinese to claim that 
they have discovered and worked ow‘ a 
new technique of violent revolution, dif- 
ferent from the Russian and better suited 
to conditions in Asia. 


This claim is the key to Communist ac- 
tivity in Asia. The existence of Commu- 
nist-led forces carrying on guerrilla war- 
fare in Vietnam, Burma, Malaya and the 
Philippines from lairs in jungles and 
mountains, without holding any important 
towns, presents obvious analogies with 
Chinese experience. 


Mao and his colleagues, having been 
successful in their struggle, commend 
themselves to the “national liberation 
movements” of other Asian countries, not 
only as providers of material and techni-

cal assistance, buf also as the most know-: 


ing teachers and guides. 
Hate and Back-Scratchin;; 


Their example also makes a special ap- 
ee to other Asian peoples because China 

longs wholly to- Asia and was in the 
nineteenth century a victim of the Western 
pressures which brought it into economic 
and political subjection. Russia, on the 
other hand, was definitely one of the 
European imperial powers under the Czar- 
dom; and even now in its Soviet reincar- 
nation is regarded in Asia as primarily a 
European state. 


There have been some signs that the 
Russians have not entirely relished the 
Chinese Communist assumption of an in- 
dependent leadership or the lofty style of 
talk affected by Mao Tse-tung his 
colleagues. 
take to suppose that such undertones of 
jealousy prevent the closest co-operation 
in the assault on the free world. 


A comparative study of recent Soviet 
and Chinese radio propaganda suggests 
that a satisfactory w compromise 
has been reached in the matter of mutual 
commendation.

Corresponding to the theoretical divi- 
sion of labor there is a geographical divi- 
sion of spheres of influence whereby 


China has a free hand in Southeast Asia 


—a region in which Russia has never hith- 
erto had any direct interest. 


This is the region in which considerable 
Communist armed forces are already ac- 
tive, and where there are substantial com- 
munities of Chinese settlers, many of 
whom are inclined to help Chinese nation- 
al expansion, even if they have no ideolog- 
ical sympathy for Communism. 


From Persia to India’ 


There can be little doubt that Chinese 
Communist assistance for revolts in South- 
east Asia would have been much more 
active than it has been so far if the Ko- 
rean war had not diverted China’s ener- 
gies to another quarter. As it is, the Viet- 
minh forces have received large supplies 
of arms and military instructors from 
China. And a group of Burmese Commu- 
nist rebels are known to be receiving mili- 
tary training at Paoshan. 


The Russians are not without influence 
even in the Chinese sphere, for they par- 
ticipate in the permanent bureau of the 
Asian and Australasian division of the 
W.F.T.U., which was set up in 1949 to 
co-ordinate ‘national liberation move- 
ments” from Persia eastwards and per- 
forms the functions of the old Comintern 
for this part of the world. In the Middle 
East the direction of Communist activities 
is directly in Russian hands. 


If China were to break down anti-Com- 
mun'st resistance in Southeast Asia and if 
Russia were to gain c of Persia 
through an assisted internal orma- 
tion, the two wings of international Com- 
munist power would converge from west 
and east on the Indian subcontinent—the 
final goal of Communist strategy in Asia. 


The Strategy of Time 


; , 

The lesson of this analysis is clear. The 
Peking-Moscow strategy for Asia is long- 
term, patient and simple—as was that of 
Mao Tse-tung against Chiang Kai-shek. 
Time will split the unity of the West; time 
will win men over in masses to the peo- 
ple’s liberation armies in Malaya, Indo- 
china and Burma; time will enable the 
Russians to arm and train the masses of 
China; time will expel the Americans and 
British—without world war—and isolate 
India. 

If there is any doubt about the pattern, 
it can be dispelled by studying the way in 
which the Lao Dong party of: orthodox 
Communism has taken over in Indochina 
from the amorphous national front of Ho 
Chi-minh, preaching the need for a lon 
struggle. with the French and for a Viet- 
minh economy capable of sustaining the 
burden, 

In all this, of course, there are weak 
points, and one in particular deserves the 
closest attention. Neither Peking nor 
Moscow is in a strong position to prevent 
the re-emergence of Japan as an Asian 
power. How, then, will they deal with 
the problem of Japan? 

That is the one question for which their 
strategy in Asia appears to have no an- 
swer. All the rest is disturbingly clear.

“Ite : k _ and some o em 
William F, Buckley Jr smnaenaiie ton delle 
erate. In general the book is a series of fa- 
natically emotional attacks on a few pro- 
fessors who dare to approach religion and 
politics objectively. Evidence from text- 
books used in economics courses is of- 
fered in the form of quotations deceptively 
removed from their contexts, or inac- 
curately copied, whether by carelessness 
or malice. Equally artful quotations from 
the same books could make them seem 
to support an opposite view. 


The attack on the economics department 
is typical. Of a staff.of 31, nine are men- 
tioned, of whom five are challenged. On 
this fractional appraisal, the whole de- 
partment and the university are con- 
demned. To win the votes of debate 
judges—and Mr. Buckley was an active de- 
bater when an undergraduate—this is per- 
haps shrewd strategy. It will hardly 
inspire any confidence in the indictment. 

It is not too much to say that if Mr. 
Buckley had his way and the alumni 
——_ successful pressure on Yale to 
di its agnostic or radical professors, 
most of its good teachers and scholars 
would depart with them—and many of its 
good students as well. 

Like George F. Gundelfinger, another 
alumnus who attacks Yale more in sorrow 
than in anger, Mr. Buckley is proof that 
a Yale education does not always take, for 
it did not give him either wisdom enough 
to write a better book or judgment enough 
to keep this one to himself. As an under- 
graduate, he was enfant terrible. It is a 
judgment on Yale’s attempt to educate 
him that he is still so much enfant and so 
little terrible.

Early European Army. 


Most important of all is What 
this means to America’s atomic 
stockpile. The feasibility of the 
small atomic bomb means that in 
effect the stockpile is quadrupled. 
With an abundance of atomic 
weapons, they need no longer be 
hoarded for careful, calculated 
use against to, priority targets. 
As it was put by one military 
“man: 

“We can drop them out of 
every plane we've got and blast 
the army that any enemy puts in 
the field.” 

This knowledge, incidentally, 
may well be stiffening the de- 
termination of American negotia- 
tors in Korea to refuse even 
minor concessions asked by the 
Communists. Whether these new 
small atomic weapons will be 
available in numbers in three 
months or six months is a top 
secret. But it is believed now 
to be a matter of months rather 
than years. 

So, in the view of defense 
planners, Russia’s mass armies 
can be stopped with the re-*'u- 
tionary new weapon in a show- 
down. But to prevent such a de- 
structive showdown the creation 
of a Western European army in 
the shortest possible time is es- 
sential. That is the essence of 
the decisions taken in the wake 
of Eisenhower’s visit. 

Transfer to European divisions 
of American weapons requires no 
specific authorization from Con- 
gress. The money for the rearm- 
ament program was appropriated 
under the broad interpretation 
that it be spent to provide securi- 
ty for the United States. 


Responsibility for that 
rests on the Joint Chiefs oe stant 
and the National Security Coun- 
cil. The decision to make the 
transfer .could be taken in the 
interests of America’s own se- 
curity. That. security could best 
be served by building a Western 
European bulwark as quickly as 
possible through a radical shift 
in the allocation of weapons. 
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Up to Congress. 


While this authority clearly 
exists, President Truman . has 
nevertheless been advised to con- 
sult with top Democrats and Re- 
publicans of kéy congressional 
committees on the new program.

His enemies will therefore im- 
pugn Eisenhower's motives and in 
all probability attack the plan it- 
self., There were many reasons, 
of course why the revised pro- 
gram seemed of vital importance. 
One was the increasing strain be- 
ing put on the economies of 
Western Europe in the effort to 
build armament facilities with 
the cost of raw materials mount- 
ing in the inflationary spiral. 


It has seemed that even in this 
early stage of the change-over 
the American public could be 
given far more information about 
what is being undertaken. As so 
often in the past, everything is 
being officially held back, pre- 
sumably on the theory that it 
must be unveiled for public view 
as a completed whole. 

The basic decisions are being 
taken in Europe, where Amer- 
ican Cabinet members and their 
staffs, together with top military 


men, are working to get the 
broadest possible agreement on 
the new approach to the defenses 
of the West.

Katharine Cornell, 
Aherne Star in Revival of 
Maugham Comedy at 

American.

I don’t suppose any subject has 
been debated more inconclusively 
on or off the stage than the single 
vs. double standard in marriage 
morals. But as aiyone who is 
married, was married or expects 
to be seems to be automatically 
fascinated by the topic no matter 
how much he professes to find it 


ready-made audience willing to 
be suckers for another go-round 
at the topic. And in the hands of 
a clever playwright like Somerset 
Maugham in his 1927 comedy, 
“The Constant Wife,” the thread- 
bare theme is not only made in- 
triguing, but a source of great 
fun. 


Maugham’s witty, amusing and 
occasionally caustic play is being 
revived as a starring vehicle for 
Katharine Corkell, Brian Aherne 
and Grace George, and opened 
last night at the American theater 
on its brief pre-Broadway tour 
to an enthusiastic reception by a 
full house. The quest for tickets 
made it necessary to put two rows 
of seats in the orchestra pit, 
attesting to the continued popu- 
larity of the Cornell-Aherne duo 
of “The Barretts of Wimpole 
Stree’.” 

The plot of “The Constant 

Wife,” is simple. When Constance 
Middleton, a wife of 20 years, 
hears her surgeon husband 
accused of philandering with her 
best friend—an affair she was 
aware of since its inception— 
She covers up gracefully and 
graciously for her  perspiring 
mate. The point of view on what 
she should do is varied. ‘Her 
mother, a lady of another day. 
gently accepts the privilege of 
husbands to have their own flings 
while expecting faithfulness from 
their wives. Constance’s unmar- 
ried sister is vindictive and wants 
to make the blighter pay. Mr. 
Middleton himself is surprised 
and smugly pleased to be let 
down lightly. But Constance has 
her own solution. She reasons 
that economic dependence forces 
virtue on a wife, goes into busi- 
ness so she can pay her keep and 
then blithely trots off on a six- 
week holiday with an old admir- 
er, leaving Mr. Middleton to stew 
in his own juices. 
What Maugham has to say in 
here is not profound, nor is it 
brilliantly embroidered. But he 
was in his heyday as a playwright, 
in which he wrote this, an astute 
and capable craftsman, adept at 
diverting, keen dialogue and at 
concocting humorous; or ironic 
situations. So his points are 
made with style, clarity. and ur- 
banity, and, for all his suavity, 
he is as capable of getting an 
argument down to its unrefined 
essence as the ‘bluntest writer. 
I’m sure Maughan? wasn’t bother- 
ing with a social message play on 
the emancipation of women in 
the style of “A Doll’s House.” 
But rather, on the pretext of 
offering a shrewd and pragmatic 
solution to the problem, he was 
concocting a gently ironic rib at 
popular morality.

HERE is a group of people in 

Brussels which has at one 

time or another been in Nazi 
concentration camps and which 
now has organized to speak out 
against the type of cruel proce- 
dure practiced under Hitler in 
such camps.

“le Regime Concentrationnaire” 
these people are trying to investi- 
gate and ascertain the truth about 
concentration camps everywhere 
in the world. 

They have held hearings dnd 
have heard witnesses who have 
been in concentration camps. 
They have gotten out two publica- 
tions and are about to publish a 
third book on this subject, and 
they have planned to put out more 
of their material if money is 
available. 

There is much more. authentic 
information of this kind in Eu- 
rope than I had thought existed, 
and I think these publications 
would be of great interest io 
many in the United States.

I SOMETIMES think the 
groups in the United States that 
have advocated world government 
must take some satisfaction in the 
trend that is clearly developing in 
the United Nations and which 
means a steady growth of power 
in the General Assembly. 

This body is become a 60-na- 
tion Parliament, and the smaller 
nations have the same opportunity 
to be heard and to carry weight 
as have the big members.

“Dick’s worst fault,” says Dickie’s 
mother, “is that he flies off the 
handle so easily. He seems to 
have no control of his temper.” 


“Bill’s so irresponsible,” com- 
plains Bill’s mother. “And he is 
so undependable. He's really a 
good boy and I think he means 
to do right, but you just can’t 
ever count on him.” 

“Betty-Joe is really the most 
unco-operative, unhelpful girl in 
the world. She takes not one bit 
of interest in doing her share 
around the heuse,” reports the 
mother of Betty-Joe. 

Irresponsible, undepe nda ble, 
bad-tempered, unco-operative, un- 
helpful—these are commonly re- 
ported by you parents as among 
the worst faults of your teen-age 
children.

NOW, let us turn to the other 
side of the page. What do these 
teen-agers themselves, when ques- 
tioned, consider to be their own 
worst faults? Do they recognize 
themselves as undependable, bad- 
tempered, unco-operative? If they 
did, then they and their parents 
would be meeting on common 
ground. They would have then 
admitted a common problem and 
then perhaps work out the solu- 
tion together. 

In the middle and late teens— 
14 and after—many children do 
recognize in themselves the very 
same faults that their parents 
complain of, and they say they are 
really st gee to ro them. 


_ BUT FROM 10 to 13, when we 


ask the child what is his worst 
fault, this is the kind of thing 
he tells us: 

Dick, for example, says, “My 
very worst fault is that I could 
play baseball very well awd then 
one day I just couldn’t catch 
grounders, for no reason.” 


Bill’s worst fault is rather like 
Dick’s. He tells us, “My worst 
fault is I hit a golf ball right 
through my father’s window. I 
wasn't supposed to take the club 
even, and I hit two balls right 
through the window. But when 
he came home -he was in a good 
mood; so he didn’t even yell at 
me.” 

Betty-Joe’s worst fault, accord- 
ing to her, is that she is a. bad 
writer—always prints. 

It takes a lot of parental pa- 
tience to wait for the day when 
your child is old enough to recog- 
nize his own faults as others see 
them, and to start at least trying 
to cure them. But so long as his 
greatest worry is about how he 
throws a baseball, he is probably 
not going to worry too much 
about being responsible, depend- 
able, and co-operative.

pha” and “beta.* These were

SCHOLARS have learned, how- 


ever, that the idea of an alpha- 
bet sprang up long before the 
Greeks did any of their writing. 
The Greeks may have learned 
about it from the Phoenicians, 


from the people of the island of | 


Crete, or from Asia Minor. 


Going back still farther, we | 
find the framework of the alpha- | 
bet growing up in other lands. | 
The Egyptians seem to have been | 


the pioneers in creating the al- 
phabet idea, 

Both the Egyptians and the 
Sumerians of the Babylonian area 
started out with picture words. 
The. Babylonians learned to write 
many words with sound signs, but 
they failed to develop an alpha- 
bet. 


the early picture writing gave way 
to a system in which rough pic- 


tures were employed to express | 


sounds, much like those expressed 
by some of the letters in our 
present alphabet. 

Ancient Egypt had an alphabet 
of her own. Thanks largely to 
this fact, Egyptian scribes were 
able to produce a mass of writ- 
ing about ancient Egypt's reli- 
gion and life,
